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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4, 8, 20, 22, 27-28, and 31-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding Claim 1 , the closest prior arts, Harandi et al. (US Patent No. 
5,154,818) discloses methods for the fluidized catalytic cracking of plural hydrocarbon 
feedstocks in a riser reactor using a zeolitic catalyst (ZSM-5) by injecting the relatively 
light hydrocarbon feedstock and steam at the bottom of the riser and the relatively 
heavy hydrocarbon feedstock downstream for producing gasoline boiling products of 
relatively high octane and Yongqing et al. (US Patent No. 5,326,465) discloses a 
process for producing LPG rich in propylene, butylenes and high octane number 
gasoline using ZSM-5 catalyst and a steam to feedstock ratio in the range of 0.05 to 
0.12:1 by weight. There is no suggestion/motivation to operate the process of Harandi 
et al. with steam to feedstock ratio of Yongqing et al. to lead to the claimed step (b) of 
injecting feed B downstream (of feed A), after maximum LPG production from feed A 
with the injection conditions in a high dispersion degree of 5 to 20% dispersion steam 
and with a temperature equal to or higher than the injection temperature of feed A. Also, 
the Examples (Specification, Examples 1-4) of the present application demonstrate 
the unexpected superiority of using the claimed content of dispersion steam. 

4. Claims 2-4, 8, 20, 22, 27-28, and 31-34 directly or indirectly depend on Claim 1 . 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
